An Important change in 
the direct loan program is pro- 
visions for builders to receive 
advance committments upon 
payment of a 2 percent committ- 
ment fee. 

Interest rates was increased 
from 4 1-2 to 4 3-4 percent. 

Other laws provide that vet- 
erans who have used their GI 
loan to purchase homes which 
were later sold, with the loan 
being completely paid, may have 
their entitlement restored if 
certain conditions are met.
